Coldest Weather Known for Years 


--Mercury Shows 43 Degrees Be- 


low Zero in Some Sections. 


New York, Jan. 5.—Wlien the gov- 


ernment thermometer reached 4 be- 
low zero at 5 o'clock this morning al] 
local January coM records since 1875. 
when 6 below was registered, were 
beaten. . Thermometers in various 
outlying parts of the city went sev- 
eral degrees lower and in the sub- 
urbs from 8 to 13 below zero was re- 
ported. At 0 o'clock th'e official ther- 
mometer had gone up to 2 below and 
the absence of wind was some relief. 


Reports from 
the state show th 


-..weather 
to be the most severe foi 


many years. At Amsterdam the rec- 
ord was 20 degrees below. At Fish- 
tyll It was 36 below and along the 
Newberg bay section the mercury 
registered variously from 20 to 30 
degrees below. Troy had a record of 
32 degrees below and Albany reported 
26 
below. 
At Buffalo the weath- 


er bureau registered 4 degrees and 
Jamestown had 32 degrees below. 


The intense cold 
Interfered con- 


siderably with nil out-door occupa- 
tions in this city and delayed all reg- 
ular and suburban trains from n few 
minutss to several hours. The effects 
of the heavy snow had been overcome, 
but it was difficult to keep up steam 
and many local trains had to bo 
abandoned on account of disabled en- 
gines. 


Traffic on land and water waa in 


serious trouble. 
Trans-Atlantic lin- 


ers arrived looking like spectre ships. 
Both, the east and north rivers were 
barely navigable, while the Harlem 
river, 
for the 
first'time in eight 


years, 
was impassable above Mac- 


Oomb'a.dam bridge,at 160th street. 
\ 


ferryboats and tugs wore swept out 


of their course by the drift ice, and 
every ounce of power in them 
wag 


required to reach their slipg. 
The 


boats which land at the Battery had 
to turn battering ranis to part the ica 
in their slips. 


Mails from the west and east were 


six co ten hours late. Snow was not 
to blame for this so much p& the in- 
ability of the 
locomotives 
to keep 


steam up under the great outside cold 
pressure. 


The severe weather too was 
tne 


cause of an unusual number of fires. 
Between 2:30 and 8:30 a. m., thirteen 
alarms were sent in. These were all 
for small fires, but two alarms wore 
sounded in several instances, as a 
precautionary measure. 


All trains entering the Grand Cen- 


tral depot were marked indefinitely 
late on the bulletin boards today and 
delays of from 
one to threo hours 


were frequent on all through trains 
coming into Jersey City and Hobo- 
ien. Switches were frozen or snow- 
ed under, interfering with the hand- 
ling of trains and delayed the depart- 
ures also.

JUSTIFIES HIS 


PANAMA COURSE 


President Sends Message to Con- 
gress Setting Forth What Has Been 


Done in Isthmian Canal Matter 


I 
Washington, Jan. 4.—The 
presl- 


' dent today sent to congress a message 
wihlch begins with this statement: 


"I lay. before the congress for its 


information a statement o£ my action 
up to this time in executing the act 
entitled 'An act to provide for the 
conatrucrtion of a canal 
connecting 


the waters of the Atlantic nnd Pacific 
oceans,' approved June 28, 1002." 


Tho message then goes on to recite 


the specifications of ths act relative 
to, the acquisition 
of the Panama 


canal property, and reviews former 
actions and efforto, relative to an 
Isthmian oiral. 
Muoh attention is 


given to a discussion of the Hfiy- 
Herran treaty, approved by this gov- 


c-rnment and rejected by the Colom- 
bian congress, and the ensuing revolt 
of Panama from Colombia following 
the nctioa of the Colombian congress 
at Bogota. The preoidenc incorporates 
a considerable mass of evidence} from 
official reports of officers of the army 
omd navy and from newspapers, to 
show the brewing of the revolution 
and ita final climax, as well as to vin- 
dicate his official course witti refer- 
ence thereto. The details of the revo- 
lution and tho conduct of the naval 
representatives of tho United States 
at the isthmus -are set forth with 
much amplitude in a letter from Com- 
mander John Hubbard, commanding 
(he United 
States navy 
in those 


waters, to the secretary of the nr.vy. 
under 
date of November 
8, 1G03,1 


self-respect. I think proper to say, 
therefore, that no one connected witb. 
this government had any part in pre- 
paring, inciting, or encouraging the 
late revolution . on tho isthmus of 
Panama, and that save from the re- 
ports of our military and naval offi- 
cers, given above, no one connected 
with this government had any prev- 
ious knowledge of the revolution ex- 
cept such as was accessible to any per- 
son of ordinary intelligence who read 
the newspapers and kept up a current 
acquaintance with public affairs. 


"By the unanimous action of ita 


•people, without the firing1 of a shot— 
with a unanimity hardly bej!ur», ra 
corded iii any similar case—the 
vie jf Prmania declared, theiuselvo 
an independent republic. Their rco 
ognitlon by this government wa 
based upon a state of facts in no way 
dependent for its justification upoi 
our action in ordinary coses. I hav< 
not denied, nor do I wish to deny 
either the validity or the propriety 
of the general rule that a new stati 
should not he recognized as independ- 
ent till it has shown its ability t< 
maintain its independence. This rule 
is derived from the principle of non- 
intervention, and as a corollary ol 
that principle has generally 'been 
observed by the United States. But 
like tho principle from which it is 
deduced, the rule Is subject to excep- 
tions; and there are in my opiiiioi 
clear and imperative reasons why a 
departure from it was justified aur: 
even required In the present instance 
These reasons 
embrace,, first our 


treaty lights; second, our national in- 
terests and safety; and third, the in- 
terests of collective civilization." 


In conclusion the president says: 
"In view of tlie -manifold consider- 


ations of treaty right 
and obliga- 


tion, of national interest and safety, 
and 
of collective civilization, by 


which our government was con- 
strained ,to act, I am at a. loss .to 
comprehend the attitude 
of those 


who can discern in tho recognition 
of tiho repulblic of 
Panama only n

,- and, moreover, tlhat its action 


waa in the highest degree beneficial 
to the interests of the entire civilized 
world by securing1 the immediate 
opportunity for -tflie building of the 
nter-oceanic canal. It would be well 
'or those who «re pessimistic as to 
our action in peacefully recognizing 
tho republic of Panama, while we 
awfully protected tho transit from 
nvasion and disturbance, to recall 
what has (been done in Cuba, where 
we intervened even hy force on gen- 
eral grounds of national interest and 
Luty. 
When we interfered it was 


reely prophesied that wo intended 
n keep Cuba nnd administer it for 
aur own interests. The result has 
demonstrated in singularly conelu- 
live fashion the falsity 
of 
these 


irophecies. 
Cuba is now an inde- 


lendent republic. We governed it in 
ts own interests for a few years, till 
t was able tp stand alone, and then 
tai-ted it upon its careet- of self-gov- 
rnment and independence,, granting 
t all necessary aid. Wo fliavo re- 
elved from Cuba a grant 
of two 


naval stations, so situated that they 


no possible way menace the lib- 


rty of the island, and yet serve as 
mportnnt defenses for

More than 
four miles of thoroughfare were 
splendidly paved wilfii asphalt 
or 


brick, giving Fort Wayne a total of 
more than thirty-two miles of well 
paved streets.

Completion of thlfl 
and one or two years more of times 
propitious for such expenditure will 
make this city notable in the land 
as among cities which have displayed 
a wise and' generous pride in the im- 
provement and care of its streets. 
The demand of residents for street 
paving continues nnd the outlook at 
present is that the petitions for im- 
provements will go beyond the city's 
ability to meet expenditures during 
the present year.

CHICAGO'S WOE. 


To whatever part of the world thr 


news has been carried humanitf 
stands appalled and horror-stricks 
by the unspeakable catastrophe thdi 
has descended upon Chicago. "Wher- 
ever there is a heart that can respond 
to a knowledge of the cruel agonies 
Inflicted by the dreadful calamity vis- 
ited upon the great city of the west 
there is such boundless pity, 
such 


swelling sympathy that .some sense 
o£ it must be felt by the community 
that one awful hour has clad in the 
vestments of woe. 


Tragedy in her blackest garments 


stalked through the seething hell of 
flame and smoke and murderous fume 
in the Iroquols theater. No calamity 
of which this country furnishes the 
instance has been so replete with the 
multiplied horrors of wholesale death 
by fire or flood or storm or tho sud- 
den Jnr of disaster on the roil as this 
overwhelming destruction of life in 
Chicago. In all that can rend tho 
heart and sicken tho senses the Chica- 
go disaster stands out in awful re- 
lief. Tho theater's crowd was mainly 
of women nnd children. Weak, help- 
less, panic-stricken nnd wild with the 
terror of the sense that confronted 
tliem they rushed madly Into the in- 
describable doom that Is always the 
accompaniment of a stampede of hu- 
manity. Tho thousand tragedies that 
wore enacted in the brief but dreadful 
period following tho bursting of the 
finmes will never bo known. 
And 


well it is that this is so. A knowl- 
edge of the magnitude of this harvest' 
of death is sufficient. 


In tho midst of it all thoro is some 


comfort 
to know that there were 


heroes present who fought hanrl ta 
hand with merciless death and res- 
cued from impending fate hundreds 


LOW living, who but for the heroism 
so sublimely displayed In the pron- 
enco of danger would today bo num- 
bered 
with 
the hundreds already 


dead. 


The calamity stands in mocking 


contrast with, tho climax of the holi- 
day season which tho myriad vic- 
tims were keeping at the play. In 
a short hour the merrymaking of 
a mighty city is turned to the black- 


s of woe and the desolation of 


mourning. 
To the hundreds of be- 


reaved households in tho stiicken 
city goes the sympathy of the world. 
Expressions in the set phrase of con- 
dolence can do little to ^assuage a 
sorrow so overwhelming, but suea 
comfort as may bo in tho knowledge 
that humanity truly pities the griev- 
ing populace, Chicago may claim as 
its own.

Any covercJ earthen jar is very use- 
ful for the furnace, as, being closely 
covered, tho steam Is kept In and the 
food needs less attention, as water 
need not be added so often.

scaicely bo noticed. The meal, as ar- 
ranged.is complete and satisfying In 
itself,aud needs no addition. It IB not 
only an economical measure, but a 
hygienic one as well, to frequently 
finish a dinner with a cracker, a bit of 
cheese and a cup of perfect coffee. A 
BUifeit of sweets during the holidays 
will render a plain dinner more ac- 
ceptable than usual.
